EX-JOCKEY THROWN 
FROM HORSE 
"CIRCUIT COURT ORDER 

REVERSED 


(BEFORE THE PRESIDENT. OF THE HIGH 
COURT AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


Nicholas Hayes, Johnstown, Waterford, ex- 


jockey, and horse breaker and trainer, ap- 
pealed from a decision of Judge Sealy at 
the Waterford Circuit Court refusing his 


application for compensation under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act against’ Richard 
Widger, Gladstone street, Waterford, horse- 
dealer. and farmer, in whose employment he 
alleged he was at the time of an accident, 
which resulted in serious injuries to his 
shoulder. 

Mr. Budd (instructed by Mr. H. J. Jones) 
appeared for the appellant; and Mr. J. I. 
McGuire (instructed by Mr. Peter O’Connor) 
for the respondent. 

On the 5th July, 1934, the applicant was, 
it was stated, '' breaking” a young horse, 
the property of the respondent, when the 
animal “‘ bucked’? and threw him violently 
to the, ground. His injuries included a 
broken shoulder, which had _ incapacitated 
him. The Circuit Judge had found that the 
applicant was in the employment of the 
respondent, and that the accident had 
occurred in the course of this employment. 
He held, however, that the applicant had not 
made a claim for compensation within the 
six months prescribed by the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, 1906, and he dismissed 
the claim for compensation. 

Mr. Budd said that the formal claim for 
compensation on behalf of the applicant was 
made in January, 1935, five days after the 
expiration of the six months’ period. Evi- 
dence, however, was given in the Circuit 
Court that in the previous September the 
applicant, in conversation with the respond- 


ent, asked: him for some money, and that

VALUE OF RELIGIOUS 
TEACHING 


Some weeks ago he was called upon to 
broadcast the history of Portora, and. in 
order to keep events in their best and fairest 
proportions, he divided his talk into 18 sec- 
tians, each devoted to one of the headmasters 
who had come before him during the 318 
years of this school’s existence. Some of the 
periods covered had been noteworthy for the 
rapid growth in numbers, others for the erec- 
tion of new buildings, some for remarkable 
scholarships, others for the high athletic 
standard reached. He could not help thinkin 
that. some day, perhaps, when they had a 
departed—generations ahead—some other 
headmaster might be called upon to broad- 
cast the history of Portora, and he found 
himself wondering—‘‘ For what would you 
like the period you covered to be note- 
worthy?" Without a moment’s hesitation 
he could say that he asked for nothing more 
than that it might be said that under him 
the spirit of Christianity in the school was 
as strong as ever before, and that never 
was it more plainly felt by every boy—that, 
unless he was ready and eager to go out into 
the world determined to live and die a 
follower of Christ, he was no better than a 
beast of the field, and with no right whatever 
to walk this dear, green earth, He made 
no apology whatever for repetition. 

He realised that every speech night ad- 
dress since he had been a headmaster had 
contained such sentiment, but when one 
felt as strongly as he did with regard to 
‘the tremendous importance of religion in their 
schools to-day, it was quite impossible not to 
refer to it in some form or other. (Hear, 
hear.) Surely, it must. be obvious to even the 
meanest intellect that the only way out of the 
dreadful state of affairs which the world was 
in to-day, the only means of salvation, lay 
in the world’s turning back to the simple 
teaching of Christ.

Italy and Germany, no doubt, will receive 
favoured treatment, in order that the 
Rome-Berlin-Tokyo triangle may stand 
secure; but against the rest of the world 
the once open door of China will be shut 
immovably. Unless the trade war is a 
thing of the past, here will be tertile 
ground for it. 

Meanwhile, the second of China’s historic 
capitals has fallen. To-day the Japanese 
propose to make their triumphal entry 
into Nanking; and, simultaneously, their 
armies will be marching northwards from 
the city along three routes, to continue 
the process of penetration. Things look 
black for China, now that her chief cities 
are no longer hers, and her armies are in 
continuous retreat before» the invader; 
yet General Chiang Kai-shek has not 
abandoned hope. He no longer believes 
that the Japanese thrust can be repulsed, 
but he thinks that, sooner or later, his 
country wil] emerge victorious.’ ‘The real 
resistance, he says, will be in the villages, 
animated by the fixed determination of the 
people of China. A time must come when 


Japanese strength will be exhausted ; she 


will be unable longer to maintain her grip 
upon the huge, perpetually seething 
country, and China will come once more 
into her own. We hope that his estimate 
of his country’s vigour is correct, and that 


the history of Japan’s invasion of China. 


will not be the same as the history of 
Italy’s invasion of Abyssinia, where the 
expected resistance of the villages seems 
to have had little effect, Nevertheless, 
there can be no doubt that China’s 
sluggish spirit has been awakened to 
hitherto unknown vitality during the past 
autumn. For weeks they offered a 
magnificent defence against the far better 
disciplined and equipped troops of Japan ; 
and even to-day their steady retreat is 
anything but a rout. Unfortunately, 
Japan, in command of the Chinese ports 
and a great part of the Chinese hinterland, 
is a vastly more formidable opponent than 
she was so lately as a few months ago. 
Then her opportunities of obtaining money 
were few and declining; but, with the 
huge resources of China—both as a means 
of supply and as a market—behind her, 
she will last indefinitely. We fear that 
only the intervention of the Powers can 
save the Chinese nation, and, if Japan 
plays a safe game, they may not inter- 
vene.

The Russian Elections 


Whatever may be said to the detriment 
of the Russian Bolsheviks, they certainly 
must be marvellous organisers, Russia is 
a colossal country. Transport conditions 
are extremely primitive over huge areas, 
and the standard of education is supposed 
to be abysmally low. Yet out of a total 
electorate of 96,639,478 persons, no fewer 
than 90,309,346 registered their votes at 
the recent elections. In other words, there 
was a total poll of 96.5 per cent., which 
is a world’s record. Even the German 
Nazis, who are pretty good at electioneer- 


ing, never have been able to approach this 


figure. All the 1,143 candidates who were 
nominated by M. Stalin for the Supreme 
Council.of the Soviet Unions were returned 
triumphantly to power. It is true that 


there: was no opposition. There was only 


one candidate for every seat, and he was 
the official nominee; yet the fact that 
there was such an enormous poll indicates 
either that the Soviet Government com 


mands the complete loyalty of the entire 


population or that its methods of per- 


sonation are far in advance oí those of 


any other country. The Ukrainian Re- 


‘public, which is popularly believed to be 


groaning under the Bolshevist yoke, 
headed the list with a poll of 97.5 per 
cent. out of a total electorate of 17,500,000. 
White Russia came next with 97.5 per 
cent, out of an electorate of 3,007,000. 
In Russia proper, with its electorate of 
more than 60,000,000, there was a vote of 
96.5 per cent, while in the Kirghiz 
Republic, where the people are supposed 
to be so superstitious that they object on 
principle to voting, 93 per cent. of the 


800,000 voters went to the polls. Thus 


Stalin has scored an unprecedented success. 
It is easy to say that the whole election 
was ‘‘faked,”’ just as one assumes that 
elections in the totalitarian countries are 
faked ; but the mere fact that the Moscow 
Government has such obvious control over 
a country such as Russia is worthy of 
note. After the elections were over there 
was a remarkable demonstration in the 
Red Square in Moscow. More than two 
million, workers, after their day’s work 
was over, marched, two and three hundred 
abreast; past Lenin’s tomb and a saluting 
base under th» wall of the Kremlin. The 
procession took three hours to pass a given 
point, Nothing of its kind ever has been 
seen before, and, whether or not it was 
stage-managed by the Bolshevist authori- 
ties, it was an astonishing demonstration 
of Russian solidarity.

‘excepted’ to allow them to carry on a 
very restricted business on ‘half-holidays 
and Sundays. During those periods only 
the business oí selling medicines, or 
medical and surgical appliances, when 
carried on by a chemist, is permitted.

Civic Guard has taken one step 
which has frequently been urged by 
the “Irish Times.’’ The a it 
ment of . Superintendent O'Neili— 
who has been in charge of the “A 
Division of the Garda at Kevin 
street, Dublin—as Superin of 
Trafic in the whole metropolitan 
area, marks the first official recogiii- 
tion of the need for individual respon 
sibility in connection with the en- 
forcement of the new Street Trafhe 
and Parking Bye-Laws, which have 
been held in suspense during 
recent months. 

While the new Traffic Superintendent 
does not appear to have had any special 
experience in the Traffic Branch of the 
Civic Guard, it is understood that Inspec- 
tors O’Riordan and Sheridan, who have 
discharged special traffic duties for several 
years past in city and suburban areas, wi 
be associated with Superintendent O’Neill 
in the discharge of the difficult duties 
which are bound to arise in connection with 
the enforcement of the drastic codes of 
by-laws which took four years to compile 
before they received the final imprimatur 
of the Chief Commissioner and 
Minister for Local Government. 


BILINGUAL SIGNS 


As already stated in the Irish. Times, 
one reason for delay in putting the new 
by-laws in force was the Corporation’s 
inability to prepare and erect the signs 
which are to indicate the location of 
officially prescribed parking centres, “ one- 
way ” streets and other features of the 
new regulations. The delays so: ene 
countered, and prolonged by the require- 
ment that such signs should appear in 
bi-lingual form, have now been’ practically 
overcome, with the result that the new 
trafic and parking regulations will be 
enforced as soon as the emergencies of 
Christmas traffic have been dealt with. 

In the enforcement of the new traffic 


codes—which affect the conduct of 
motorists, cyclists, pedestrians and all 
other highway-users—the new Traffic 


Superintendent will be assisted by a body 
of 80 o: 100 Guards who have recently 
undergone special courses of training im 
connection with the new age as 
they apply to the Metropolitan Police 
area. It is understood that this new force 
vf traffic Guards will be an addition to the 
present corps of constables on “ point,” 
duty, and that its members will be relieved 


‘of other than traffic control responsi- 


bilities.

ONEWAY TRAFFIC IN 
GRAFTON STREET 


An extension of the one-way traffie 
regulation for Grafton street will come 
into force next week, after which traffie 
will be allowed to travel only in the 
southerly direction (up Grafton street 
from College Green), between noon and 
6.30 p.m. The time for the enforcement 
of this regulation was formerly 5 to 
6.30 p.m. 

New traffic signs have been erected to 
direct drivers to keep this regulation. 
Trafic coming towards Grafton street 
along Duke street will be directed by a 
sign, which reads, in Irish and English: 
“Turn Left, Noon-6.30 p.m.” affic 
from Duke street is thus prevented from 
turning towards College Green against the 
one-way stream of vehicles. On the 
northern (nearer College Green) corner of 
Duke street and Grafton street a sign, 
reading: ‘‘ No Entry,’’ prevents traffic 
from turning into Duke street, thus avoid- 
ing awkward situations, formerly so 
common, at this junction. Drivers who 
wish to reach Dawson street from Grafton 
street must do so via South Anne street. 

These regulations will divert North- 
bound trafic away from Grafton street 
during the busiest hours of the day, and 
such traffic will be turned through Dawson 
street and Nassau street on ome side, and 
Cuffe street, York street and South Great 
George’s street on the other side. 


STREET SIGNALS 


ENGINEERS’ SOCIETY 
LECTURE 


‘Street traffic signals, with particular 
reference to vehicle actuation,” was the 
subject of an address delivered by Mr. F. 
G Tyack, Associate Member, st a meet- 
ing of the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers, held in Trinity Collegs, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

It would probably surprise many people 
to know that a traffic signal wa» in use 
in London as long ago as 1868, said Mr. 
Tyack. As far as could be ascertained, 
this was. the first instance of tho use of a 
mechanical device for street traffic control. 

The ideal system should not hold up 
traffic unnecessarily ; it should stop traffic 
movements only when such movements 
were definitely obstructive or dangerous, 
The system should be endowed with the 
discriminating and signalling powers of 
the traffic policeman, but wi:h as few 
limitations as possible, The logical 
solution was that the signals should be 
sn by the vehicles themselves, 

uch attention had been devoted recently 
to the matter of signalling pedestrian 
traffic, and a standard scheme had been 
evolved. 

Proceeding, Mr. Tyack demonstrated by 
means of a replica model of the signalling 
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eyes and ears of the traffic

Eight thousand people saw, England win the 
first amateur boxing international against 
Germany by seyen bouts to five after some 
magnificent fighting at the Royal Albert Hall, 
London, last night.

In a speech from the ring, Dr. Meitzner, 
President of the German Amateur Boxing 
Association, said :—‘‘ We wish the better men 
to win, and we hope these contests will bring 
good understanding between the two nations.’ 
During the fighting it was announced that 
the 500 German supporters would have to leave 
the hall pony at 10.30 p.m. to catch their 
boat train. ‘‘ This announcement is made,’’ 
said an official, ‘‘ because, if you see a crowd 
leaving, you will know that nothing has gone 
amiss,’’ 
The result depended on the last contest 
in the second strings, and Preston 
(Battersea) made the issue safe for England. 
If the German had won the contest it 
would have resulted in a draw.

FOR MEN 


FINANCIAL SUPPORT 
URGENTLY NEEDED 


With the year’s expenditure totalling 
£685 10s. 10d. and the total income for. the 
same period amounting to only £468 17s, 10d, 
the Dublin Shelter for Men, at 52 Poolbeg 
street, is in urgent need of financial support. 

hese figures were given in the annual 
report presented at the forty-third annual 
eneral meeting of the Council, which was 
held at the Shelter yesterday, Mr. J. Mallagh, 
B.E., M.1.C.E.1., presiding. 

The report stated that for the 
years the number of men taking advantage 
of the Shelter had totalled 192, The 
past year’s receipts from lodgers showed a 
considerable reduction, the attendances having 
fallen, as compared with previous years. 
This was attributed largely to the distress 
| incidental to unemployment, which affected 
the class who made use of the accommodation 
provided. 

The place is open from early morning to 
10 a.m, each day to give warmth and shelter 
to a large number of men who take advantage 
of this privilege, in addition to men who are 
staying in the Shelter as lodgers. 

The Chairman expressed the regret of the 
meeting for the absence of Mr. T. R. 
McCullagh, the Chairman of the Council, 
owing to.ill-health. The Shelter had been 
doing valuable work in a oy way for a 
long number of years, and if it were to con- 
tinue that. work it should receive the generous 

support of the charitable public. He hoped 
that appeal would touch the hearts of the 
men who had money to spare. In conclu- 
sion, the Chairman moved that the report 
and statement of accounts be adopted. 

Mr. Hubbard Clark, in seconding, said that 
that institution was necessary for the class 
of men who had been making use of it, and 
now it urgently needed the support of the 
public, 

The report and statement of accounts were

WELL-KNOWN FIRM'S 
CENTENARY, 


DIRECTORS ENTERTAIN 
DUBLIN EMPLOYES 


The centenary year of the “ House of Bird™ 
(Messrs. Alfred Bird and Sons, Ltd., the 
makers of the well-known custard powders 
and jellies) was celebrated yesterday, when 
all the employés of the Irish section of the 
firm were the guests of the directors at a 
dinner at the Dolphin Hotel and afterwards 
at the Gaiety Theatre. 

Mr. E. 8. Williams, the manager of the 
Irish company, gave details of the history of 
the firm in the last one hundred years. He 
explained how custard and baking powders 
came to be invented in 1857 by the founder, 
Alfred Bird, who had played an important 
part in the Crimean War. 

The number of firms manufacturing food 
products which were established 100 years 
ago and were still in existence is very, very 
small, said Mr. Williams. The fact that the 
trade of the House of Bird had continued to 
expand steadily through 100 years could only 
reflect the sound policy of manufacturing to 
highest possible standards.
